Of this great 
sum, nearly 163 million dollars is di- 
rectly attributable to the Great War, 
although the war has now been over 
for more than a decade. 

Interest on the war debt demands 
over 112 millions; war pensions, 
over 40 millions; soldiers’ civil re- 
establishment, nearly 8 millions. 

While expenditures attributable to 
the Great War mount up to almost 
163 millions, the so-called war taxes 
raised less than 143 millions in the 
last fiscal year, the greater part of 


this being secured from the sales tax, 
stamp taxes and income tax. 

War taxes constitute less than 
one-third of Canada’s revenues. Cus- 
toms and excise duties furnish the 
country with more than half her or- 


dinary receipts.

Homesteading In Northern Alberta 
This Year Has Been 
Unprecedented 

The land rush to Northern Alberta 
continues apace, It is reported by 
the Edmonton offices of the Cana- 
dian National Railways Colonization 
Department that approximately 1,- 
000 new settlers with capital aggre- 
gating more than one million dollars, 
had gone into the Peace River coun- 
try and Northern Alberta since the 
first of the year and up to the first 
week of April, It is estimated that 
during April alone nearly 1,500 set- 
tlers will settle in these districts. 
During the period of April 1st to 
15th, a total of 312 settlers with 
capital totalling $170,000 went to the 
Peace River Disrict. Among these 
was one man with “$20,000 capital, 
another with $14,000° and another 
with $12,000.

land were taken up by homesteaders 
in the four western provinces, an in- 
crease of nearly 100,000 acres over 
the same period of last year.
